Food Chain Adopts 
5-Day Week Policy 
tor All Divisions 



Chicago, July 17.— John A. Hart- 
ford, president of the Great Atlantic 
and Pacific Tea company, today an- 

| nounccd the adoption of the five-day 
work week for retail store employes as 
the company's national policy. 

| The five-day, -Jtf-hour week; first in 
the history of the retail food business, 
was introduced on an experimental 
basis in A & I' stores in a few eastern 
states two months ago, Hartford said, 
and will now be extended throughout 
the entire A & P organization "as far 
and as fast" as possible. 

"Frankly, however, we must recog- 
nize," Hartford said, "that in a few 
states and some cities the introduction 
of this shorter work week may be de- 
layed or even prevented by state and 
local labor regulations and local agree- 
ments." 

In Chicago, Arthur G. Hoadley, 
president of the Middle Western Divi- 
sion, said that the shorter week will be 
in effect before Labor Day in A & P 
food stores in hundreds of communi- 
ties throughout this area. He pointed 
out that the pay of employes affected 
Iby this policy will remain the same as 
for the six-day week and although em- 
ployes will work only five days a 
jweek, stores will continue to serve 
customers six days as usual. 

"The new schedule is the latest step 
in the company's traditional policy of 
creating and maintaining for its em- 
ployes the highest wages, shortest gen- 
eral hours and best working conditions 
in the industry," Hoadley said. "Dur- 
ing the past 25 years A & P has re- 
peatedly broken with the traditional 
dawn-to-dusk working schedule of the 
food business, and since 1916 we have 
been able to reduce our store employes' 
work week by 34.2 per cent, or a total 
of 24 hours.

Among the matters in which thc 
members of the Taxpayers' Protective 
league and the electors of Grant town- 
ship in general arc particularly inter- 
ested at the present time are the insist- 
ence on a four-year audit of the ac- 
counts of Frank J. Stanton, who re- 
tired last spring after a long period of 
service as township supervisor, and de- 
mands for the resignation of David 
Alexander, township assessor. 

Both of these matters were discussed 
at thc recessed session of the town 
meeting held in Ingleside last night. 

Appropriations of $500 for em- 
ployment of an attorney and $500 for 
a four-year audit of financial affairs of 
the township were passed at thc meet- 
ing The levy, totaling $5,680, is, how- 
ever, $205 less than that of the original 
draft. 

Electors continued to express their 
determination to oblige Frank Stanton, 
former supervisor, to turn over all 
township records in his possession for 
auditing. They demand the resigna- 
tion of David Alexander, assessor, on 
the contention that he had violated 
state laws by selling insurance to the 
town board and that he had withheld 
the sum of $125 in rebates made to 
the township by the insurance com- 
pany. 

During a discussion on the bonding 
of township officials, instigated by A. 
T. Homer of Fox Lake, it was brought 
out that Harry Christensen, the new 
supervisor, is bonded lor only $12,000, 
while the law provides that he 'be 
bonded for twice the amount of funds 
he handles in a year, which exceeds 
$12,000. It was also disclosed that 
former Supervisor Stanton and Assess- 
or Alexander are acting as Christen- 
scn's bondsmen.

Old Hotel at Fourth Lake 
Destroyed by Fire Tuesday 

An unused hotel building at Fourth 
lake, known for many years as 
"Marie's Place," was destroyed 'by fire 
of unknown origan early Tuesday 
morning, despite efforts of thc Lake 
Villa and Gurnee fire, departments to 
save it. Thc ibuilding was owned by 
A. F. Mailman, Chicago. Mr. and 
Mrs. Mailman reported that several 
years ago a former employe had at- 
tempted to burn the building and had 
fired shots at them through a window. 
The ex-employe was later sentenced to 
a prison term, but may have been re- 
leased since. The building was in- 
sured for $3,000. 



Air Mail and Air Express facilities 
to Antioch and to 105 other cities and 
towns in five states are offered in an 
application filed iby he Mercury Devel- 
opment Corporation of Indianapolis 
before the Civil Aeronautics Board in 
Washington, D. C. 

The corporation asks permission to 
set up feeder routes serving communi- 
ties in Illinois, Wisconsin, Minnesota, 
Iowa and Missouri. It would provide 
a daylight service, operating daily, en- 
abling persons Hying in these states to 
take advantage of airmail. 

Terminals would be at points now 
served by through airmail carriers, 
thus linking heretofore isolated cities 
with the United States air mail service 
from coast to coast. 

Harold L. Plummer is president of 
the Mercury corporation; Ambrose M. 
Hanks, vice-president in charge of op- 
erations, and William C. Gage is op- 
erations manager. 

Air mail would be delivered 'by 
dropping it from the plane with special 
equipment and mail collections would 
be made by the plane traveling at 120 
miles an hour through utilization of an 
air "pick-up," thus eliminating time for 
landing and leaving airports. 

Reaction of local residents varied 
when interviewed on the proposal hy 
Ollie A. Davis, the Mercury corpora- 
tion's representative who was here the 
first of the week. Davis told the News 
that on thc whole the sentiment was 
favorable, and that in his opinion use 
of the air mail service would increase 
rapidly when made available. His 
opinion is shared by Postmaster 
Roy Kufalk. who .believes the present 
volume of air mail would be doubled 
immediately. 

Under thc proposed schedule of 
flights northbound mail would reach 
Antioch at 9:42 a. in., just 27 minutes 
after the takeoff in Chicago, and mail 
picked up in Waukegan would be 
dropped in Antioch six minutes later. 
The southbound lane would drop mail, 
here at 5:33 p. m. 

A Pick-up Station consists of two 
small poles about 20 feet apart and 
extending 20 feet above the ground. 
The pouches containing mail are 
placed in a patented bag that rests on 
the ground. To a fitting on this bag 
is permanently attached a loop of rope 
that passes through a spring clip at the 
top of each pole. 

A boom is lowered beneath the air- 
plane that has a hook on the lower end. 
attached to a Nylon Rope that is con- 
nected to the pick-up unit. In execut- 
ing the pick-up the aircraft is flown 
over the Pick-up station in such a 
manner that the 'boom passes below 
and 'between the tops of the poles. 
The hook engages the rope that is at- 
tached to the bag on the ground and is 
drawn into the plane. In making de- 
livery a bag similar to the one picked 
up is dropped to the ground from the 
plane immediately before the pick-up is 
executed. 

The Aircraft is equipped with a unit 
for absorbing the shock of the pick-up, 
with electric power to bring in the mail 
bag after the pick-up. 

Headquarters is proposed at the Chi- 
cago Municipal Airport with flight9 
scheduled to start at 9:15 a. m. daily, 
with all planes returning from their 
terminals to arrive in Chicago iby 6:00 
p. m. The total route length is esti- 
mated at 2,035 miles and Mercury of- 
ficials estimate 1,513,957 persons in this 
area are not now on a regular air mail 
route would be benefited. Additional 
towns not on thc proposed routes 
would be serviced by pickups from 
contiguous points serving as mailing; 
stations. 

The Mercury proposal sets out that 
seven Howard airplanes would be used 
in the service with adequate shops in 
Chicago. Thc Howards would use 
the Jacobs model, 330-h. p. engine. 

The Mercury corporation's applica- 
tion lists five routes which are desig- 
nated by letters A to E covering ter- 
ritory in the central states. 

The fifth proposed route known as 
"E" is from Chicago to Wausau, Wis., 
serving Waukegan, III., Antioch, 
Genoa Citty, Wis., Lake Geneva, Elk- 
horn, Whitewater, Ft. Atkinson, Jeffer- 
son, Watertown, Juneau, Beaver Dam, 
Waupun, Fond clu Lac, Oshkosh, Ap- 
pleton, Green Hay, Seymour, New. 
London, Waupaca, Stevens Point, 
Wisconsin Rapids, Mosinee and into 
Wausau. Total length of this route it 
398 miles.

From the military point of view, you can find 
about any opinion on the quality of the Russian army, 
you want. Russia gives out few figures concerning the 
Red army. However, it is generally believed that at 
least 12,000,000 men have been given military training 
and that, fully mobilized, her regular army, plus 
reserves, would total 5,000,000 or more. Estimates 
place her air force at 9,000 planes, though there is doubt 
as to their quality.

Churchill at last came true— when Hitler was ready he 
struck at Russia, despite the pact, despite all pledge's of 
friendship. ' 

Hitler's spoken reasons for war against the Soviet 
are his usual ones— he claimed that Russia had not lived 
up to her agreements, that Russian agents were seeking 
the downfall of the Reich, and that he was simplv acting 
to s.-ivc Europe irom the blight of Communism. No 
one believes that these reasons amount to more than an 
easy alibi tor the wanton breakage of another treaty. 
Russia has in abundance what Hitler most sorely lacks- 
gram, to feed the German people; oil, to propel the 
German war machine. And. on top of that, if Russia 
could be destroyed as a military power, Hitler would no 
longer have to tear attack from the Last. He could 
then concentrate all of his weapons for the final assault 
on the British Isles. 

It is clear to anyone that Hitler has taken a gigantic 
gamble. Russia. as Napoleon found but, has been the 
graveyard of empire before. It is a vast land, mu\ much 
Of it is geographically and climaticallv unfriendlv. In 
the Little Corporal's phrase. "Empires Ji,> of indigestion." 
And Russia is the biggest bite that anv conqueror could 
attempt. Hitler certainly must have felt there was no
